FIFE INSURANCE CORPORATION REGULA- 
TIONS. 1959 

AMENDMENTS 

In exercise of the powers vested in it under Sub-sec- 
tion (2) of Section 49 of the Life Insurance Corporation 
Act, 1956 and with the approval of the Central Govern- 
ment, the Life Insurance Corporation of Tndia makes 
the following amendments to the Life Insurance Corpora- 
tion Regulations, 1959 ; — 

Regulation 42(iii) may be amended as under: 

"The term of office of each member shall be two 
years cr such shorter period as may be specified by 
the Corporation, provided, however that in the event 
of resignation, disqualification or death of a mem- 
ber, the Chairman may fill in the vacancy by nomi- 
nating another person for the remainder of the 
term."

Scction (2) of Section 49 of the Life Insurance Corpo- 
ration Act, 1956 and with the approval of the Central 
Governmenl, the Life Insurance Corporation of India 
makes the following amendments to the Life Insurance 
Corporation Regulations, 1959 : — - 

1. In Regulation 39 the following amendments may 
be made : — 

( 1 ) Under "Bombay” shall be added the follow- 
ing new items viz, : 

“(in) Goa, Daman and Diu. 

(iv) Dadra and Nagar Haveli”. 

(2) Under "Calcutta” the existing item (vii) shall 
be numbered as item (viii) and the following 
shall be added as new items (viii and (ix) — 

“(vii) Slate of Nagaland: 

(ix) North East Frontier Tract”. 

(3) Under "Madras” the following shall be added 
as new item (vj) :■ — 

"(vi) Pondicherry”. 

2. Regulation 46 may be amended as under : — 

“In addition to the audit to be carried out by the 

Auditors appointed under Section 25 of the Life 
L120GI/6J 


Insurance Corporation Act, 1956, the accounts of 
all the offices of the Corporation shall be regularly 
audited by the Internal Auditors who shall be full- 
time employees of the Corporation. A summary 
of the reports of the auditors shall be placed be- 
force the Executive Committee as soon as possible 
after the close of each financial year. 

Provided that in the case of offices of the Corpo- 
ration outside India, the Internal Auditors need not 
be full-time employees of the Corporation.” 

3, Regulation 47 may be amended as under : — 

"Every Office of the Corporation in Tndia shall be 
inspected at least once a year by Inspecting Officers 
who shall be working under the control and super- 
vision of a Managing Director or an Executive 
Director. A summary of the report of the Inspecting 
Officer shall be placed before the Executive Com- 
mittee as early as possible after the inspection has 
been carried out.” 

AMENDMENT S TO THE LIFE INSURANCE CORPO- 
RATION OF INDIA (STAFF) REGULATIONS, 
1960 

The amendments to the Life Insurance Corporation 
of India (Staff) Regulations, 1960 approved by the Cent- 
ral Government on 5th May, 1965 under Section 49 
of the Life Insurance Corporation Act, 1956 are noti- 
fied as under — 

(i) The existing sub-regulation (1) of Regulation 19 
shall be deleted and replaced as under 

"An employee belonging lo Class III or Class IV 
and transferred employee belonging to Class I or 
Class 11 shall retire on completion of age 60; but 
the appointing authority may direct such employee 
to retire on completion of 55 years of ago or at 
any time thereafter, if his efficiency is found to 
have been impaired.” 

(ii) In line 1 of sub-regulation (2) of Regulation 
.19 the following words shall be Inserted between words 
“employee” and “appointed” : — 

“belonging to Class I or Class II” 

(hi ) In line 3 of Staff Regulation 64 the follow- 
ing words shall be inserted between the words 
“twelve months” and “throughout the service” : — 

“In case he belongs to Class l or Class II and 
sixteen months in case he belongs to Class III or 
Class IV”, and add “in the Corporation” at the 
end of this regulation. 
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(iv) At the end of paragraph (i) under ‘Dearness 
Allowance’ in Part A of Schedule II the following note 
shall he inserted : — 

“Notf : With effect front 1-8-1964 an additional 
amount of temporary dearness allowance 
equal to 8% of the basic salary in the 
case of Class TV employees and equal to 
697 of the basic salary in respect of 
Class Ilf employees, based on 8 poim-, 
of the All India Working Class Consumer 
Price Index (base 1949 — 100) over and 
above what is admissible under the pro- 
visions in this paragraph would be given 
up to 31st December, 1966 or until the 
1960 base index figures are available, 
whichever is earlier", 

(v) Below Regulation 51 the following shall be added 
as Note 3 : — 

"Norn 3 : In addition lo die allowances admissible 
under this Regulation, a confirmed em- 
ployee belonging to Class III or Class IV 
shall be paid on production of relevant 
bills, medical expenses incurred on him- 
self or his family members to the extent 
of Rs. 50 per calendar year with ac- 
cumulation permitted up to three years, 
For this purpose “family” means wife 
(husband in the case of female employee), 
children under 18 years of age and widowed 
mother mainly dependent on the employee 
and staying with the employee or with the 
employee’s wife (husband in the case of 
female employee) and children. The bene- 
fit can be claimed only if the treatment 
is had from a Registered Medical Practi- 
tioner.”
